SUPPLIES. 


(a)  Milk. 


There  were  104  Cowsheds  and  4G  Farm  Dairies  in  the 
Borough  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  number  of  Dairies  is 
one  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  there  are  three 
fewer  Cowsheds. 


These  premises  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Food 
Inspector,  and  194  visits  have  been  paid  to  them  ;  two 
notices  have  been  served  for  defects,  and  both  of  these  had 
been  complied  with  at  the  close  of  the  year. 


During  the  year  five  new  retail  Milkshops  have  been 
registered  and  1G  discontinued,  making  a  decrease  of  eleven. 
729  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  to  them.  Only  two 
notices  were  required  and  both  were  complied  with.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  year,  139  samples  of  Food  have  been 
formally  purchased  for  analysis,  and  124  were  found  to  be 
genuine.  There  were  also  10  informal  samples  purchased. 


Fourteen  samples  of  Milk  and  one  sample  of  Butter 
were  certified  as  not  up  to  the  proper  standard.  The 
results  of  some  of  the  legal  proceedings  give  no  assistance 
to  the  Health  Authority  in  dealing  with  adulterated 
samples.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Superintendent 
School  Medical  Officer,  and  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer 

The  Permanent  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  remains 
the  same  with  the  following  exceptions  : — The  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Cecil  Berry),  who  had  been  on 
Military  Service  for  two  years,  was  released  temporarily  for 
a  period  of  three  months  in  December,'  1917,  but  owing  to 
the  greatly  increased  work  in  connection  with  the  Treat¬ 
ment  of  Venereal  Disease,  Infant  and  Maternity  Welfare, 
etc.,  etc.,  an  appeal  to  the  Board  resulted  in  his  liberation 
being  still  further  extended  in  the  present  year.  A  local 
Practitioner,  assisted  by  three  of  his  colleagues  on  the  staff 
of  the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary,  has  been  appointed  Venereal 
Diseases  Officer. 

The  other  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  all  the  Clerks, 
except  the  Chief  Clerk,  and  two  of  the  Inspectors,  and  one 
School  Nurse  are  still  absent  on  Military  Service. 


Inspector  Brierley,  who  had  completed  48  years’  faithful 
service  in  the  Department,  died  at  the  age  of  75,  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  It  was  decided,  owing  to  members  of  the  staff  being 
absent,  not  to  fill  up  the  appointment  until  after  the  war. 
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Four  additional  Health  Visitors,  making  '  in  all,  h  ve 
},.(/n  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  adopted  by 

the  Council. 

Nurse  Millington,  Senior  School  Nuroe,left  to  be  married, 
;uid  Nurse  Blake  was  appointed  in  her  place.  There  is  also 
one  Nurse  who  is  entirely  engaged  in  Tuberculosis  work. 


REPORT  OF.  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1917. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, — I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report 
nf  the  work  done  by  your  Staff  of  Inspectors  during  the 
year. 


During  the  year  we  had  only  two  cases  of  Contagious 
Diseases,  viz.: — 

(а)  One  Horse  affected  with  Mange. 

(б)  One  Bull  affected  with  A  nthrax. 

The  visits  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  or 
deposited  for  sale,  numbered  22,020. 

During  the  year  over  20  tons  of  diseased  or  unsound 
ibod  was  destroyed.  Of  this  amount  over  13  tons  were  sur¬ 
rendered  bv  butchers.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take 
Dual  proceedings  against  the  vendor. 


1  hiring  the  year  34  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  animals  were 

O  J 

•  ported,  in  addition  83  cases  were  found  by  the  Inspector, 
*  ‘king  a  total  of  117  cases.  Of  these  1 17  cases  99  occurred 
on  cattle  and  18  in  swine. 


We  began  the  year  with  43  Slaughter-houses  on  the 
Register,  four  were  lapsed  during  the  year.  One  new 
license  was  granted  for  the  Slaughter  of  Horses,  Asses  or 
Mules.  It  has  only  been  found  necessary  to  serve  five 
Notices  for  the  abatement  of  Nuisances  in  connection  with 
these  premises,  all  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 

The  Table  relating  to  Cowsheds  shows  that  all  these 
places  are  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
department  so  far  as  air  space  is  concerned.  It  has  only 
been  necessary  to  serve  two  Notices  for  the  abatement  of 

%r 

nuisances,  both  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 


During  the  year  139  samples  of  Fond  were  purchased - 
under  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts,  in  addition  10  samples  were 
purchased  informally,  a  total  of  149  samples,  which  were 
submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst. 

The  number  of  smoke  observations  taken  during  the 
year  amounted  to  1,763,  as  compared  with  1,691  taken 
during  the  previous  year.  The  limit  allowed  was  exceeded 
in  nine  cases,  and  these  were  dealt  with  as  follows,  viz.: — 


(a)  One  case  was  dealt  with  by  the  Magistrates. 

(b)  In  three  cases  the  Health  Committee  cautioned  the 

offenders. 

(c)  In  one  case  it  was  the  first  offence,  and  an  order  was 

made  by  the  Committee  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

(d)  In  three  cases  the  proceedings  were  adjourned  for 

three  months,  and  in  one  case  for  one  month,  with 

the  understanding  that  nothing  further  would  be 

heard  of  the  charge  if  they  did  not  again  exceed 

the  limit  during  the  adjournment. 
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The  Inspector  of  the  Borough,  for  the  purpose  ofascer- 
if*  any  nuisarwe  existed,  resulted  in  3,197  Notices 
bein#  served,  in  addition  to  these,  38  Notices  were  served 
Up&pi  owners  of  property  to  substitute  Dustbins  in  lieu  of 

Ashpits. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Nuisances  11,004  re-visits 
were-  paid. 


The  substitution  of  Dustbins  in  lieu  of  Ashpits  has  again 
Only  been  dealt  with  in  cases  where  Ashpits  were  in  a 
dilapidated  condition,  or  in  cases  where  the  owner  desired 
to  make  the  necessary  alteration  During  the  year  29 
\ shpits  have  been  demolished  and  07  Dustbins  substituted. 
From  the  18th  of  November,  1909,  the  date  we  began  this 
work;  G,614  Ashpits  have  been  demolished,  and  16,830 
Dustbins  substituted,  at  a  cost  to  the  Corporation  of 
10,291  7s.  6d. 

The  provision  of  additional  closets  to  houses  with  insuffi¬ 
cient  accommodation  has  onlv  been  dealt  with  where  the 

•/ 

owner  desired,  owing  to  the  increased  cost  and  scarcity  of 
labour  and  materials.  Only  two  additional  closets  have 
•  am  provided  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  1,726 
additional  closets  provided  for  4,287  houses  which  previously 
bad  1,617  closets.  In  addition  one  closet  has  been  provided 
for  a  workshop. 

During  the  year  1,653  houses  have  been  inspected  under 

th<i  1  own  Planning  Act,  as  compared  with  1,551  during  the 
« 

previous  year.  A  notice  to  cleanse  all  or  part  of  the  house 
wa<*  served  upon  194  householders,  of  these  155  complied 
WJtn  the  notice  during  the  year.  The  number  of  houses 
found  structurally  defective  amounted  to  327,  of  these  211 
Wet-e  repaired  during  the  year. 


During  the  year  8 , 3 G 7  visit  were  paid  to  furnished 
rooms.  As  a.  result  of  these  inspections  96  Notices  were 
served  to  cleanse.  Six  Notices  were  also  served  for  over¬ 
crowding,  and  98  Notices  were  served  to  repair  defects, 
making  a  total  of  200  Notices  served  to  abate  nuisances  in 
connection  with  these  rooms.  Of  these  177  Notices  were 
complied  with  during  the  year..

The  number  of  visits  to  Infectious  Diseases  amounted  to 
424,  a  decrease  of  299  when  compared  with  the.  previous 
year.  The  visits  to  cases  of  Phthisis  numbered  132,  a 
decrease  of  26  visits  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  Phthisis  visits  are  paid  in  order  to  arrange  for  disin¬ 
fection.  *  .

Zymotic  Diseases — viz.,  Smallpox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Diarrhoea 
during  the  year  was  115,  equal  to  a  death  rate  on  the  esti¬ 
mated  population  of  0'9  per  1,000  of  the  population.

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Only  five  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  of 
Tvphoid  Fever,  the  same  number  as  in  the  year  1916, 
which  was  the  lowest  on  record. 


Four  of  these  cases  terminated  fatally.  The  following 
are  brief  records  oi  the  cases  : — 


1.  — Woman  aged  61  years.  Fatal  case.  The  woman 
had  been  ill  two  months  before  notification,  and  had 
symptoms  of  Cerebral  Degeneration.  An  exceedingly 
doubtful  case  of  Typhoid.

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Eleven  cases  were  notified,  and  there  were  five  deaths. 
Careful  enquiries  are  made  in  connection  with  these  cases, 
and  when  Midwives  or  Nurses  have  been  in  attendance 
thorough  disinfection  is  secured  before  they  are  allowed  to 
attend  other  cases. 


CHICKEN  POX. 


Two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  cases  were  notified  from 
the  schools  and  visited.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent 
towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

MEASLES. 

This  disease  was  exceedingly  prevalent  in  March,  April, 
May  and  June.  There  were  73  deaths.  Of  these  deaths 
13  were  under  the  age  of  one  year  ;  thirty-one  between 
the  age  of  1  and  2  years,  and  a  total  of  G7  under  the  age  of 
five  years.  Arrangements  are  now  made  for  a  Nurse  from 
the  Infec  ious  Diseases  Hospital  to  visit  daily  or  oftener 
the  more  serious  cases  where  necessary  and  assist  in  nurs¬ 
ing  the  child.

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During  the  year,  until  December,  when  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  returned  to  duty,  it  was  not  possible  to 
take  any  active  measures  in  connection  with  this  disease. 
Urgent  cases  and  insured  persons  were  visited  or  examined 
at  the  Dispensary  by  myself,  but  general  home  visitations 
and  the  following  up  of  contacts  had  to  be  carried  out 
almost  entirely  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse,  and  as  the 
filling  up  of  the  History  and  Progress  Records  also  de¬ 
pended  upon  her,  not  much  time  was  available  for  this 
work.  The  return  of  soldiers,  discharged  as  tubercular, 
also  added  to  the  necessary  duties  to  be  undertaken.  The 
Dispensary  was  open  for  the  examination  of  patients  on 
two  days  during  each  week. 

The  total  number  of  primary  notifications  during  the 
year  was  340,  compared  with  553  and  50G  in  tie  previous 
two  years.  It  is  probable  that  some  of  these  reductions 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  almost  anyone  able  to  go  to  work 
was  able  to  find  a  situation,  also  to  the  inability  to  follow 
up  and  examine  contacts  of  cases  notified  in  their  various 
homes.  Thus  cases  owing  to  lack  of  medical  assistance 
were  not  found  in  the  earliest  stages.

INFANTILE  DEATHS. 


Compared  with  the  pre-war  figures,  there  has  bee 
yasiderable  reduction  in  the  number  of  infantile  deal 

''y_  h;ls  been  due  to  a  great  extent  to  the  much  sma 
r  umher  of  births,  and  consequently  to  the  smaller  num 
o:  children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  proportion 

c!illdren  who  die  under  the  age  of  one  year  is,  he 
erer,  much  smaller  than  it  has  ever  been  previously ’in  i 
‘yreugA  being  only  108  per  1,000  births,  compared  w 
'  previous  lowest  rate  of  117  per  1,000  in  1912.  I 
gradual^  fall  in  this  rate  from  180,  previous  to  the  empk 
’  ■  ••••  ot  Health  Visitors  in  1902,  to  108,  indicates  that  t 


for  the  past  year  for  England  and  Wales  was  97,  and  for 
the  96  large  towns  (population  over  50.000)  104  per  1,000.

The  work  is  now  being:  extended  in  connection  with 
children  over  the  age  of  one  year  and  under  school  age, 
and  if  a  Central  Clinic  is  arranged,  many  of  the  minor 
ailments  now  remaining  untreated  could  be  dealt  with  to 
the  benefit  of  the  children. 


There  is  a  great  excess  of  mortality  among  those  who 
have  been  described  as  “  unwanted  babies,”  not  by  any 
means  entirely  among  the  illegitimates. 


It  would  certainly  save  many  lives,  and  reduce  very 

largely  the  future  inhabitants  of  the  hospitals,  defective 

schools,  asylums,  workhouses,  and  prisons  if  neglected 

■ 

child  ren  could  be  taken  over  by  the  State  and  brought  up 
in  a  healthy  manner.  It  would  pay  in  lives  and  profitable 
citizens  if  not  in  actual  cash  returns. 

INFANT  WELFARE. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  three 
Health  Visitors  engaged,  and  two  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
and  Schools  for  Mothers  directly  under  the  control  of  the 
Department,  and  two  other  Centres  under  voluntary 
management.

MID  WIVES. 

In  April  a  temporary  part-time  Inspector  of  Midwives 
was  appointed  to  inspect  and  supervise  the  work  of  these 
women,  and  the  following  is  her  report,  which  indicates 
that  some  of  the  Mid  wives  had  become  very  lax  in  their 
duties  : — 


Report  oe  Inspector  of  Mid  wives,  1917. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  49  Mid- 
wives  on  the  list  who  had  given  notice  of  their  intention  to 
practise  in  Oldham  during  the  year.  Twenty-six  of  these 
hold  a  Certificate  of  Training,  the  remainder  being  those 
who  were  practising  when  the  Mid  wives’  Act  came  into 
foi  •ce,  and  who  had  received  little  or  no  training. 


During  the  year  nine  midwives  have  ceased  to  practise. 
Most  of  these  were  very  elderly  women  who  were  unable  to 
carry  out  their  work,  the  remainder  being  women  who  were 
holding  an  appointment  not  requiring  midwifery  practice  or 
who  were  engaged  solely  in  nursing,  where  a  medical  man 
was  in  attendance.  Two  newly  qualified  Mid  wives  were 
registered  for  practice.  All  the  Midwives  have  been  visited 
at  least  once,  and  in  the  case  of  the  older  and  unsatisfactory 
Midwives  additional  visits  were  made.
